Temporary Assistance for Needy Families ("TANF") Purposes 


The Michigan Pregnancy and Parenting Support Services Program serves pregnant 
women, women who think they may be pregnant, and women who are parents of children 
under 12 months old. The program primarily provides information and counseling that 
promotes childbirth instead of abortion and assists pregnant women in their decision regarding 
adoption or parenting. Other support includes the provision of self-administered pregnancy 
kits, baby food, maternity and baby clothing and baby furniture, as well as information and 
education, and referrals for other services for the needs of the women and newborn. The 
information and education provided includes topics regarding prenatal care, childbirth, 
adoption, parenting and the use of abstinence to avoid unplanned and out-of-wedlock 
pregnancies. All of these program services are provided free to women from the moment they 
are pregnant through 12 months after the birth of their child. 

Based on the clients served and described above, the goals of the Michigan Pregnancy and 
Parenting Support Services Program coincides with TANF Goal 1, providing assistance to 
needy families so that children may be cared for in their own homes or in the homes of 
relatives, and TANF Goal 3, preventing and reducing the incidence of out-of-wedlock 
pregnancies. Clients, however, will also receive service that coincides with TANF Goal 2, 
ending the dependence of needy parents on government benefits by promoting job preparation, 
work, and marriage, and TANF Goal 4, encouraging the formation and maintenance of two- 
parent families.

Hi Quess, 

We have experience with TANF monies since our Pennsylvania and Indiana programs are funded 
with TANF. Since the TANF funds ("subaward") would flow from the Federal government to MHHS, 
pursuant to Title 2 U.S. Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) Part 200, Uniform Administrative 
Requirements, Cost Principles, and Audit Requirements for Federal Awards (Uniform Guidance), 

MHSS is considered to be the "pass-through entity." 

Similarly, since MHSS as the pass-through entity provides the subaward to Real Alternatives, we are 
considered the "subrecipient." 

Conversely, the independent vendor Service Provider organizations across the state do not receive 
any "subaward" from Real Alternatives. Instead, we have separate fee-for-services vendor contracts 
with each of them. Pursuant to the Uniform Guidance referenced above, the Service Providers are 
therefore deemed to be "contractors" (the term "vendor" has been replaced by the term 
"contractor" in the new Uniform Guidance). They are not "subrecipients". 

We do, of course, monitor our vendor Service Providers with a 20- page monitoring checklist that 
helps us generate the Site Monitoring Report which we include in the Quarterly Reports to you. 

As far as Real Alternatives is concerned as a subrecipient, annually independent CPA auditors 
conduct the appropriate TANF testing and have concluded every time that Real Alternatives is a 
"low-risk auditee." We will send you our latest audit which was just complete for our FY 2015-2016.
